from forfeiture. With the Exception of the first, these Featues ap- 
ply only to ordinary Jnsurers on the whole term of Life Scale, whose 
age at the time of entry did not exceed 55 years, and who have paid te 
the Society not less than four years’ premiums, 
1. POLICIES NOT Vor BY Limits or RESIDENCE BEING EXCEEDED. 
If, after a Policy has been bona fide assigned, the Life Insured exceeds 
the limits of residence without the necessary permission having first 
been obtained, the Holder will not, on that account, lose his interest 
in the Assurance, provided he informs the Society of the circumstance 
within ten days of its becoming known to him, and pays the extra 
rate required for the additional risk. 
2. SUSPENSION OF PAYMENT OF Premiums. In the event of an In-

Thus—Suppose a with-profit Insurer 29 
years of age, after having paid say £100, in Premiums, is unable 
longer to continue his payments, and desires to exchange his present 
Policy for a Free Policy ; the Directors would (provided he had not 
reccived any cash bonuses) grant him one, “for such a sum as a 
Single Premium of £40 will insure at age 29, uamely, about £100, 
being the whole amount of Premiums he would have paid. Free 
Policies at other ages would be granted on the same principle. 
4. SURRENDER OF Poticizs For Casu. Should circumstances render 
it preferable, Insurers may receive a liberal sum in cash for the sur- 
render of their Policies to the Society.
